State Department press offi- 


cer Carl E. Bartch told a news 
conference Tuesday: "We fre- 
quently said we will explore ev- 
ery possible lead .... clarifica- 
tion is part of the process." 


The key sentence in the Trinh 


statement which has set'off a 
new round of diplomatic activity 
said: "After the United States 
has 
ended unconditionally the 


bombing and all other acts of 
war against the DRV (Demo- 
cratic Republic of Vietnam or 
North Vietnam) the DRV will 
hold talks, .with the United States 
on questions concerned." 


U.S. officials said the definite 


statement "will hold talks" was 
on the surface a change in the 
North 
Vietnamese 
position,

conditionally and permanently 
talks "could" be held. 


The

recent definitive 


American statement on ending 
the bombing and starting talks 
was made by President Johnson 
in a speech in San Antonio, Tex. 
on Sept. 29. He said the United 
States is "willing immediately 
to stop aerial and naval bom- 
bardments ' of North Vietnam 
<$hen thU&flH lead .promptly to 
ffrroductlfe discussion." 


To this the President added: 


"We would assume that while 
discussions proceed, North Viet- 
nam would not take advantage 
of the bombing cessation or lim- 
itation."

Rationing of 
Gas Ordered 
in Cuba

HAVANA (AP) - Cuban mo- 


torists lined up today for cou- 
pons to buy 8 to 25 gallons of 
gasoline a month after Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro ordered 
rationing on the ninth anniver- 
sary of the victory of his revo- 
lution. 


In a speech at the big anni- 


versary celebration in Havana 
Tuesday, Castro said the re- 
strictions are needed to con- 
serve fuel supplies from the So- 
viet Union. He said his Commu- 
nist government was forced to 
dip into the armed forces fuel 
•reserves in 1967. 
' , 


For the first time on such an 


occasion during bis regime, 
Castro avoided the expense of 
parading tanks and rockets the 
Soviet Union has furnished him. 
About 50,000 Cubans marched 
through 
Havana's Revolution- 


ary Plaza. 


Within hours afterward, lines 


began forming for gasoline cou- 
pons being distributed at neigh- 
borhood offices of the Commit- 
tee for the Defense of the Revo- 
lution. The amount of the ration 
depends on the size of the car, 
with Fords and Chevrolets in 
the 10-to 250-horsepower range 
allotted 20 gallons a month. 


The total number of automo- 


biles In Cuba was not made 
public, but Castro said in his 
speech it had been about 300,000 
and was diminishing. 


Havana Radio said govern* 


ment vehicles also would be 
subject to fuel controls. Govern- 
ment vehicles were put on the 
coupon purchase system last 
October, but this was described 
as a move to keep government 
employes from using them for 
private pursuits. 


Castro said since his forces 


overthrew President Fulgencio 
Batista in 1959, petroleum con- 
sumption in Cuba had increased 
from 3 million to 4,8 million me- 
tric tons a year, 


"The Soviet Union has carried 


out a tremendous effort to sup- 
ply us with fuel," he said, 


The mention of the Soviet Un» 


ion was viewed as a reply to 
speculation outside Cuba that oil 
supplies had been affected by 
Castro's criticism 
of Soviet 


trade with Latin American gov« 
ernments whose overthrow he 
urges, 


The prime minister toasted 


that his government is "at its 
highest point" but warned that 
1968 will be "one of the hardest 
years of the revolution" and the 
public must make a major ef< 
fort,

«on« were jailed, the trials of 
1,200 accused of felonies will 
commence next spring. 


In Newark, where 1,300 were 


taken into custody on riot-con* 
nected charges, 330 cases re- 
main to be beard. 


Detroit disposed of misde- 


meanor ca*«6 arising from the 
riots within two to three weeks 
alter peace was restored. More 
than 1,000 defendants pl*a4e4 
guilty to charges ranging from 
drunkenness to disorderly con- 
duct. Most were sentenced to 
five to seven days in jail. 


About half of ao original 3,203 


felony cases in Detroit were set- 
tled by the prosecution's accept- 
ance of guilty pleas to lesser 
charges U the defendants had no 
prior criminal records. 


Still In jail are 40 persons ac* 


custfl of serious crimes who 
were either denied call or were 
unable to find sureties for t&eir 
release. 


Most of these were faefej la
